Among many other valuable 
lessons we are learning with the 
war as our schoolmaster is the 
fact that hitherto we have been 
wasters & squanderers in the mat- 
ter of our fodd supplies. ~ Only 
when the hour of real need over- 
took us did we begin to concern 
ourselves seriously with the prob- 
lem of conservation of supplies 
ahd their economical and efficient 
distribution, to the end that no 
section of the people Should lack 
what any other section happened 
to have a surplus of. The ex- 
perience is useful and should re- 
sult in permanent improvement 
of “economic conditious through- 
out the Dominion. 

At its recent meeting the Al- 
berta food control committee paid 
some attention to the matter of 
food supplies and their distribu- 
tion and passed some resolutions 
which are important cnough in 
the suggestions they contain to 
occupy the serious attention of 
the governing body at Ottawa. 
Not the least important of these 
was one urging the establishment 
of a permanent inland trade com- 
mission with powers similar to 
those of the railway 
commission. ‘The announced ob- 
ject of this proposed commission 
is to ‘‘study food production, dis- 
tribution and marketing, to the 
end that the forces for production 
should receive direct advice and 
that the food of our people should 
reach them at, the lowest prices | , 
consistent with that requisite en- 
couragement of production and 
distribution which the growth of 
the Canadian people will require.” 

It is certain that the conditions 
suggested in this outline of the 
duties of the proposed commission 


Dominion 


are toa very great extent non-|_ 


existent in Canada today. Con- 
servation and distribution of our 
food supplies is now in the- hands 
of individuals whose first object 
is to enrich themselves. Thus 
neither the consumer nor produc- 
er is likely to get a fair deal unless 
it be by aecident. One need only 
study the history of cold storage 
to sense the truth of this state- 
ment. A change in conditions 
which would ensure proper con- 
servation and distribution and a 


fair deal to all is something much | 


to be desired and if the appoint- 
ment of an imMand trade commis- 
sion will bring this about, by all 
means let us have the commission.

When Sir Wilfrid says the sub- 
ject Of an election at this time is 
much discussed, he makes no mis- 
take. His reference to it in an- 
swer to a letter in which. the. 
subject ig not mentioned is surely 
the token of a conscience not 
quite atease. And he may well 
be uneasy because the responsi- 
bility for the election is all his 
own; he has worked systematic- 
ally for a party fight for at. least 
eighteen months. When he agreed 
to the first extension, he did it 
with the mental resolve that there 
would not be another.

With these manoeuvres 
going on, Sir Wilfrid was refusing 
to fill vacant seats by acclamation 
and was thus bringing about by 
his own action the very situation, 
or much of it, on which he subse- 
quently based his refusal to sup- 
port extension. He did this on 
theflimsy pretext that the seats 
had been vacated otherwise than 
by death. But the truce on by- 
elections had to do With the filling 
of the seats andsimot with their 
vacation. Ha thus worked 
most astutely aif systeni&tically 
for party ends, is #. any wonder 
that well-meant efforts at. coali; 
tion or national government have 
so far broken down? Sir Wilfrid 
has himself been the great and 
potent obstacle to a national gov- 
ernment. 

The ground having been so far 
cleared, Sir Wilfrid’s confidence 
in himself, up to a certain point, 
is sublime. His party shattered, 
he nevertheless sees himself in 
power and confides his intentions 
to the nation.
